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More About Yorktown Stamps 


Today, October 29, just ten days 
after the issue of the much heralded 
Yorktown issue of 25,000,000 stamps, 
an almost complete checkup and list- 
ing of known combinations of the 
plate numbers of the red and black 
plates is available. 

From every part of the country 
have come lists of these combinations 
of numbers and out of a possible 352 
different combinations of numbers we 
have found that all exist except 29 
and it is possible that these may be 
reported. 

It now has been learned that these 
stamps were printed from two differ- 
ent sizes of plates. The first printing 
and evidently the printing that has 
been supplied postoffices throughout 
the country was from the hundred 
subject plates which were cut to panes 
of fifty with a straight edge at either 
the left or right side of the sheet. 

Another printing from fifty subject 
plates was prepared and it seems that 
most of these must have been sold 
direct from the Philatelic Agency at 
Washington for reports on_ these 
plate numbers come mostly with the 
comment that these blocks came from 
the Agency. 

If this is the situation and it seems 
to be evident that such is the case, 
then these blocks will be much more 
scarce than the blocks from the 100 
subject plates. Whether the differ- 
ence between stamps from the 50 and 
100 subject plates is such as to show 
up in individual copies we have not 
yet learned. 

There is however a difference that 
is quite marked in the various stamps 
from the 100 subject plates. There is 
a distinct variation of %4mm. in 
height and a full % mm. in the 
length of the stamp. On the different 
sheets showing this difference in 
length the spacing between’ the 
stamps seems to be the same and this 
makes a difference of a full three mm. 
over the total length of the strip of 
five stamps, the width of the sheet. 

It would be difficult to account for 
this difference in size unless two dif- 
ferent dies had been made. 

It will require much time and study 
to check up and learn what can be

learned about the preparation of 
these stamps. 

Later advice from other sources 
claim that an additional 10,000,000 


stamps are to be printed but we have 
no information through the Postal 
Bulletin to verify this statement. 

This stamp was a sell out in of- 
fices throughout the country within a 
few days after first day of sale. It is 
to be accounted for by the fact that 
this stamp was more thoroughly dis- 
tributed all over the country than any 
commemorative of the past few years. 

Already some minute varieties have 
been reported but not having had an 
opportunity to see these stamps we 
can not state if they are actual plate 
varieties or merely caused from ink- 
ing. Too frequently collectors report 
as varieties stamps which show white 
specks in places where the inking is 
almost a solid spot and such white 
specks frequently show up from lack 
of sufficient ink on the plates and are 
not plate varieties. 

Last week we printed a chart show- 
ing the possible combinations of plate 
number from the 100 subject plates 
and announced a report of most of 
the combinations of these numbers. 
At this time we still lack a report of 
the following combinations of num- 
bers and if any reader has these num- 
bers we will be glad to have them 
reported in order that we can have a 
final check on the numbers. 

The first number given is the black 
number and we show the numbers fol- 
lowing which are from red plates and 
not as yet reported in combination 
with the black number.

In a recent issue of your valued 
paper I read with interest what you 
have to say about the backbone of 
our hobby namely THE GENERAL 
COLLECTOR. As this seems about 
as good a time as any other to com- 
ment on and perhaps start a general 
discussion along these lines, I am 
prompted to state that I come under 
the category of the General Collector 
class.

Over thirty years ago I was em- 
ployed while a mere boy as an office 
boy for a law firm in Chicago, situ- 
ated near what we then termed Stamp 
Row, namely Clark St., Dearborn St., 
Monroe St., etc. The windows dis- 
played attractive sets, which I bought 
out of my lunch money savings. My 
mother that Christmas bought me 
Scott’s International Jr. album and I 
started in to be a stamp collector.

A few 
years later being called out of the 
city my belongings that I did not 
need on that trip were put in a trunk 
and amongst them, the Stamp Album.

Who the| 
hell cares about the cracked plate, | 
the shift, the inverted center, etc., | 
except the specialist. I don’t have to | 
pay $1200.00 for an inverted centre 
as my album does not call for one | 
and I'll bet I get as big a kick out of | 
trying to get together a collection of | 
thirty thousand varieties as nearly | 
perfect as possible that the fellow! 
who has a few inverts does. 


In conclusion let me state that you | 
are to be commended for your policy, 
I have never met your Mr. Linn, but | 
from his editorials he doesn’t mince | 
any words. I used to belong to stamp 
societies, as they have been run from | 
my experience I can’t see any benefit. | 
You have to be a politician, instead of | 
a stamp collector or if you stay | 
tral you belong to the Third Party. 
Another of our journals make one | 
feel that they are doing one a favor 
to allow you to advertise in their col- 
umns. Some dealers treat you like 
a human while the others — well, | 
what’s the use. 

My idea is in line with your editor- | 
ial. Be a general collector. Get in on | 
a few good trading circuits with your | 
duplicates.

I really would 
like to read through your columns 
what the other collectors have to say 
fully realizing that I may be the ob- 
ject to a lot of criticism, which I am 
glad to take if my method of collect- 
ing stamps is all wrong.

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Interviews With Stamp Portraits 
By Captain A C. Townsend 


Come in, young feller; come in 
and set down. From Linn’s, ain’t 
you? I thought so. Want to 
know how I like my picture on the 
5e stamp of 1875. Well, I’ll give 
you the interview, but you fix up 
the talk. You know I never had 
much schooling. 

hank you, President Taylor. 
The American people are proud of 
“Old Rough and Ready,” as your 
soldiers called you, and I’m sure 
would rather have the interview in 
your own words. Why so little 
schooling, Mr. President? 

Never got the chance. My fath- 
er moved from Virginia to Ken- 
tucky when I was a little tad and 
from then on it was root hog or 
die with me. I joined the army in 
1808 when I was 24, fought in the 
war of 1812, licked Tecumseh, 
fought in the Blackhawk war and 
then was hustled down to Florida 
to keep the Seminoles down. Then 
old Polk annexed Texas and I had 
to chase them Mexicans out of the 
United States, so I never did get 
time for much book learning. 

Some dispute about the way you 
conducted that Mexican campaign, 
isn’t there, General? 

No there ain’t! Polk never liked 
me any more than I did him, and 
he never gave me proper authority 
or orders, but my men trusted Old 
Zach and what I said they did. I 
licked the Mexicans twice on our 
side of the boundary, went over and 
took Monterey and then licked 
Santa Anna when he had 16,000 
men to my 5,000 at Buena Vista.
